Mr. Selden ſup— 
poſes, I hat in the Saxon times many Ap- 
propriated Churches are found — and for 
Special Examples of ſuch antient Appropri- 
ations, he reiers to the Recitals of the 
Charters of King, Bertulph, King Beored,-and 
King Eared, made to the Abby of Croy- 


land, and inſerted in Togulphus (*). But 


that Great Man, who for ſome Reaſons 
was inclined to lay thus, could by no means 
prove it. On the contrary, All thoſe 
Charters in Ingulphns before the Time of 
King Edgar, have the evident Marks of be- 
ing Spurious ; ,and were adapted to rhe 
Intereſt of the Monks in the State of the 
Church after the Coming of the Normans.

It is very obſervable, That when Roma- 
nus Hay, the Benedictine, would prove, that 
Monaſtick Endowments ought not to be 
transferred upon ſecular Colleges or Semi- 
naries; he ſeems to be pincht moſt with 
this Objection, that Tyrhes had been ſo tranſ- 


ferred from the Parochial Presbyters to the

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And yet ſome of the more honeſt Prelates 
and Monks, did abhor this Practice even in 
their own Order and Houſe. For ſo, when 
Hugh de Leven made Abbat of Meauæ in 
Torkſhire, anno 1339. would have had the 
Church of Eſington appropriated to the ſaid 
Abbey, his attempt was for five Years toge- 
ther ĩineſſectual, becauſe many of the Con- 
vent declared againſt it, and openly pro- 
teſted, to abhor the Enormous Injuries that 
would from thence ariſe, to be — by 
Perſons yet unborn (a). No wonder, that 
ſome of the Monks ſhould tremble at this 
[ojuſtice, and the Scandal of it; when the 
People were apt toupbraid them for Simo- 
niacal Invaders of Parochial Rights (x); 
and when their own Writings do acknow- 
edge, that from the time of the Religious 
entring upon a Benefice appropriated to 
them, all things grew from bad to. worſe 
and worſe; — there ſprung up daily more 
Diſcontent among the People, and mer 
Scandal ta the Clergy (y)- This made

The Right of the Parochial Incumbent 
to all Tythes and Oblations within their 
proper Cures, ſeems to have been th 
Judgment of that Council of Cardinals 
who by the command of P. Paul [I], 
laid before him the Abuſes and Scandals 
in the Church that wanted Reformation 


in 1536. They ſpeak indeed only of the 


Reſervation of Penſions, but their Reaſons 
hold more ſtrongly againſt an Alienation 
of Glebe and Tythes: For they ſay, © The 
* Revenues are anexed to the Benefice 
as the Body is united to the Soul, and 
therefore by their nature belong to him 
* who has the Cure, to enable him to 
& live up to the Dignity of his Order, and 
** to bear theexpences requiſite for the more 
& Solemn Worſhip of God; to repair the 


Chancel and Eccleſiaſtical Buildings, and

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to beſtow the Reſidue on pious Uſes; 
« For this is the Nature of thoſe Reve- 
« nues (d).“ They were indeed forced 
to make a Salvo for the Pope's Authority 
in giving licence to the Monks for holding 
their Penſions and appropriated Churches : 
but then they do it at ſuch an extrava- 
cant rate of arguing, that ſhews they were 
to make a Reaſon, not to give it: For 
they ſay, © That as in the courſe of Na- 
ture, ſome things are done by a particu- 
« [ar Natare out of the road and intention 
© of aniverſal Nature; So the Pope, being 
the univerſal Diſpenſer of the goods 
« of the Church, may aſſign a Part of 
them to any extraordinary uſe which 
he thinks expedient.” Wherein they con- 
ſeſs, that Appropriations can be P pwn, 
by nothing but the Plenitude of infalli- 
ble Power. 


The very Council of Trent were fo 
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aſham'd of this Violation of Parochial 


Rights, that they not only ordained,* That 
® a Benefice, not exceeding the yearly 
* value of one hundred Duckats, ſhould

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ſpeak this on Occaſion of Papal Proviſions 
but indeed this and moſt other Arguments 
offered againſt the Pope's providing to Be. 
nefices, did return upon the Heads of the 
Religious Appropriators with greater 
Weight and Force: And therefore the 
Barons of England in their Letters to the 


Pope, 43. H. III. do join together Proviſions 


and Appropriations, as the two Grievances 
of the ſame oppreſſive Nature, for which 
they threaten to draw back that Right of 
Patronage to Pariſh-Churches, which they 
and their Anceſtors had conferred on the 
Religious, becauſe they ſee ſich ſhameful 
Uſes made of it (4). 


Under Edward I. there was a good Re- 
ſtraint laid upon the Religious by the Sta. 
tute of Mortmain, which was founded up- 
on this Abuſe, That the Religous had

{/oundation in Fact for the King's diſpen- 


| ling Power: An Example firſt borrowed 


trom the Popes, and firſt exerciſed for the 
Monks. 


By this Method of diſpenſing with the 
Laws to annul them, the Avarice of the 
Monks was grown to that Exceſs in 15. 
Rich. II. notwithſtanding the many Re- 
monſtrances in Parliament, as Rot.

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t is certain, that Firff-Fraits from the 
beginning werean Art of Simony, inven- 
ted by the Popes of Rome, who gave a- 
way Benefices in the Church of Ezgland 
to Aliens or Foreigners, by way of Pro- 
viſion and Reſervation, under a condition 
that the Profits of the firſt Year ſhould be 
paid to their See, for Relief of the Holy 
Land, or ſome other Godly Pretence. Till 


by degrees, they claimed the Firſt- Fruits 


(not only of ſuch Benefices as fell with- 
in their own Provifion, but) of all other 
Churches belonging to Spiritual Patrons ; 
and at laſt made a farther Step, claiming 
the ſame Tribute even from thoſe Churches 
which were in the Gift of the King, or 
of any of his Temporal Subjects. This 
Encroachment was trequently complained 
of by the Commons in Parliament, par- 
ticularly in 4. Richard. II. when the King 
anſwered “ That Prohibition ſhould be 
J 2 in ſuch caſe, if the Popes Col- 
*dleftor ſhould do or attempt any new 
* Encroachments, which had not been 
* uſually done in the ſaid Realm(/). ” But 
however the ill Cuſtom gather'd ſtrength, 
and became a Law to the chief Clergy in 
ſubjection to Rome, till the Statute 25. Hen. 
VIII. Cap, XX. did aboliſh and extinguiſh 
the payment of Annats or Firſt-Fruits, to

But another Statute 26. Henry VIII 


Cap. III. renewed the Burden and encrea.

every Dignity, Parjonage, Vicarage, Benefice, 
Office or Promotion , Spiritusl, within this 
Realm; and likewiſe one yearly Rent or Pen. 
fon, amounting to the Value of the Tenth Part, 
af every ſuch Saas or Promotion Spiritual, 
70 be yearly paid for ever. Tt ought to be ob- 
ſerved, that this Grant of Firft-Fruits and 

enths, a ſtanding Tax upon the Clergy, 
ought to have had the Clergy's Conſent in 


Convocation, according to the Legal Con- 


{titution of Church and State, by - which 
no Subjects were to be tax'd without their 
own Conſent. And therefore in the firſt 
Draught of the Bill to be brought into Par- 
liament to this Purpoſe, it was in due Form, 
That it may plcaſe the King's Highneſs 
* with the Aſſent and Conſent. of all his 
* Lords Spiritualand Temporal, and all his 
Commons in this preſent Parliament al- 
:* ſembled, the ſame alſo to be confirmed by the 
* Convocations. of the whole Clergy of thi 
i Realmin both Provinces, to give and gran 
— ' | £50 5. 
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t. (n) Let it does not appear, that any 
Confirmation was given by the Clergy; 
gor does the printed Act recite or imply any 
uch Conſent; tho in the ſame Reign and 
long after, no fort of Aid or Benevolence 
was required from the Clergy, bur by their 
own free Gift and Act in Convocation. 
And therefore the Clergy of the Province of 
Jork did ſoon after remonſtrate againſt the 
{id Statute, as invalid, when declaring their 
Opinion upon ſeveral Articles, they thus 
expreſs themſelves. To the VI. We ſay, 
that the Clergy of the North Parts hath not 
grounded nor conſented to the Payment of the 
Tenths or Firſt-Fruits of Benefices in their Con- 
vocations ;, and alſo we may make no ſuch Per- 
{onal Grant by the Laws of the Church, and we 
think that no Temporal Man hath Authority to 
claim any ſuch Tenth or Firſt- Fruits of any Be- 
vefice or Spiritual Promotion (u). 


This continual Tax however granted, 
had been more light and reaſonable; if the 
Parochial Clergy could have obtained Re- 
ſtitution of the Lands and Tythes originally 
due to their reſpective Churches: And the 
Diſſolution of Monaſteries which ſoon fol- 
lowed, . was the proper Seaſon for doin 
this Juſtice; for reſtoring thoſe alienate

ioꝛ ever; All and Singular ſuch Mo 
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naſteries, Pꝛiories, and other Reli⸗ 
gious Youſes , which had not above 
the clear yearly Ualue of two hun⸗ 
dred Pound, with all Tythes, Penſt- 
ons, Chnrches, Chapels, &c. apper- 
taining to them — And any Perſon 
and Perſons and Bodies Politick to 
enjoy the ſame in like manner by Let⸗ 
ters Patents of the King's Highnets. 
—And this without any manner of Saving 
or Exception to the Rights of Parochial 
Churches, or the Clergy in them ; the more 
ſhameful Omiſſion, becauſe there was an 
Expreſs ſaving to every Perſon and Perſons 
and Bodies Polick, ——all Right, Title, Intereſt, 
Poſſeſſions, &c. which they had or ought to have 
bad, if the ſaid Houſes had not been ſuppreſſed. 
Even ſaving . and reſerving to Founders, Pa- 
trons or Donors, all Right and Intereſt which 
they could have had by any means, otherwiſe than 
by Reaſon or Occaſion of the Diſſolation of the 
d Abbeys, &c. Nay, with a Saving to the 
Intereſt ot Strangers, Travellers, and Poor; 
by binding the new Poſleſſors of any Site 
or Precinct of the Religious Houſes, to keep 
or cauſe to be kept, an bone#t continual Houſe 
and Houſhold in the ſame Site or Precinct. 
In ſhort, a Saving of Tythes and Profits to

This great Change in the Propriety of 
Tythes, was really ſurpriſing and offenſive 
to the Common People, who (as the Sta. 
tute 3 2. Hen. VIII. Cap. VII. confeſſes) were 
encouraged to ſubſtratt and withdraw the lau. 
ful and accuſtomed Tythes due to the Poſſeſſors 
being Lay-Perſons ; for they had always a 
juſt Notion, that Tythes and Oblations 
were the Patrimony of the Church; and 
that they paid them to the Church , while 
they paid them to the Religious Houſes; 
but they could by no means be reconciled 
to pay them into Lay-Hands, for worldly U- 
ſes. It was to over-rule this Principle of 
Conſcience, that the ſaid Statute was or- 
dained 32. Hen. VIII. for the true Payment 
of Tythes and Offerings, by giving the Lay. 
Poſſeſſor a Benefit of the Eccleſiaſtical 
Laws, and making the Ordinary give Sen- 
tence for his Right to them; which ſeemed 
an Indignity put upon the Conſtitution ol 
the Church, and the Courts Chriſtian, b) 
extorting Decrees from them, that were

& gainſt them, ye may fee, that ſome 
« Men not only by the abuſes of Riches 
& and Authority, but alſo by the abuſe of 
« Wiſdom and Policy do much harm, and 
“ and ſpecially thoſe by whoſe means this 
Realm is now brought into ſuch caſe, 
© that either Learning in the Univerſity, 
and neceflary Revenues belonging to the 
% moſt high Authority is like to decay, 
« or elſe Impropriations to be maintain- 
„ ed; which both be ſo Deviliſh and A- 
% bominable, that if either of them come 
6“ to effect, it will cauſe the Vengeance 
„of God utrerly to deſtroy this Realm. 


This was ſound Doctrine, but we meet 
with few Examples of the Practice of it: 
The only one I know was given by the 
pious Biſhop Hooper, who could not with 


a quiet conſcience enjoy the Impropriatr 
ons belonging to his See, withont augment- 
ing the ſmall Portions of the Vicars. And 
that his good Intention might be legally 
executed, we find upon the Council-Boo 

April 16. 1553. © A letterto the 2 — 
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# cellor of the Augmentations, to cauſe 
4 Book to be deviſed in Form of Law, 
« licenſing the Bifhop of Worceſter and 
Gloceſter, to give to three poor Vica- 
« rages in his Dioceſe, the Parſonages 
« whereof are impropriated to his Biſho- 
« prick, ſuch Augmentation of Living to-

« ſhall think convenient out of the Lands of

For the Poverty and Oppreſſion of the 
Engliſh Clergy, was a Scandal abroad as well 
as at home, and did really ſo much obſtruct 
the Reformation, that the Foreign Prote- 
ſtants adviſed and laboured for the Redreſs 
of it, I chooſe to repreſent this matter 
in the Words of a very faithful Writer. 
* (x) It was indeed the Scandal of the Re- 


% formation, that the Demeſns that had 


been ſetled long before by our pious An- 
* ceſtors, for the Maintenance of God's 
* Miniſters ; as they had been formerly 
* wrongfully appropriated to Monaſteries, 
and ſwallowed up by lazy Monks, fo they 
had not now recurred and been reſtored 
to their true Owners, but became poſ-

If it be now objected, that this Cor. 
ſent of the Clergy made it no longer an 
Injury to the Church ; if the Inference 
were good, the Objection muſt be laid 
at the doors of the Popiſh Clergy, who 
did this, while their Proteſtant Archbiſhoy 
was a Priſoner, in order to be a Martyr. 
It does not appear, that the Reformed 
Church of England Repreſentative did either 
before or afterward conſent to the detaining 
of Tythes from Pariſh- Churches. And 
even this exfforted concurrence of the Popiſh 
Clergy was on expreſs condition, © That 
* See needfull for the Diſ.

The Truth is, theſe Arguments for 
hearing with Plaralities and Non-Refidence 
can never be anſwer'd, but by the Reſti- 
ſtution of Impropriate Tythes to the Pa- 
rochial Clergy. If ever the Piety and 
Wiſdom of this Nation (under the in- 
fluence of her Majeſty's Great and Glo- 
rious Example) can accompliſh that good 
Work ; and make every Church ſufficient 
for a Miniſter ; then would ſuch a Law 
of Reſtraint have no reaſonable Objections 
made to it. i 


But to retun to the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth : Tr ought to be conſidered, whe- 
ther the incompetent Proviſion left to the 
Clergy, and the few or no Offers made 
for the better Subſiſtence of them, were 
not owing to the Jealouſie of the State, 
and to the prevailing Policy of keeping 
the Clergy in greater Dependence on the 
Crown. For which indeed there were 
ſome Reaſons of State in that Age, while 
at the beginning of a Reformation ; Some 
of the Clergy might be ſuſpected tolan 
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Caſe of Impropriations, and 
back to a foreign Power; but now there is 
no Pretenfion for ſuch Fears; on thecon. 
trary, the more Honour and Intereſt wil 
ariſe to the Civil Powers; the more 
Strength and Safety to the Eſtabliſhment 
of our happy Conſtitution.

The Invalidity in Law was the more un- 
happy, becauſe the Deſign in it ſelf met (as it 
deſerved) with a univerſal Approbation, and 
with very great Encouragement. A Church 
Hiſtorian of that time tells us, It is 
incredible what large Sums were advanced 
in a ſhort time towards ſo laudablean Em- 
* ployment, There are indeed in England 
of Pariſh-Churches, 9284 endowed with 
* Glebe and Tythes: But of theſe ( when 


© theſe Feoffees entred on their Work) 3845 
ant were 
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vere either appropriated to Biſhops, Cathe- 
* drals, and Colleges; or impropriated as 
' Lay-Fees to private Perſons: The Re- 
* deeming and reſtoring of the latter, was

It cannot be. denied, that they not only 
wanted a more legal Title to enter upon

It ought to be obſerved, that this very 
Decree commended the Deſign, and con- 
demn'd only the illegal Courſe in execu-

thought it a Pioas ; but the diftriba- 
tion of the Profits, as is before declared, would

have grown to 4 great inconvenience; and 
prejudicial to the Government of the Chureh. 


And therefore, to have taken thispowet 
out of the Hands of thoſe particular Men, 
and to have redeem'd the Work from the 
il management of it, might have been 
confeſs?d to be a good and neceſſary Service 
to the Publick : But to annul the whole 
Deſign for the ſake of ill conduct in it, 
was certainly a great Unhappineſs to the 
Church and Clergy. If the like Truft 
had been committed to more faithfull Ste- 
wards, and a new Legal Corporation e.

Impropriate Rectories and Tythes, and 
reunite them to the Parochial Cures, it 
would by inſenfible' degrees have had a

The Archbiſhop anſwers with great Clearneſs, That which 
I did was this, I was clearly of Opinion, that this was a cun- 
ning way under a: glorious Pretence, to overthrow the 
Church Government, by getting into their Power more 
dependency of the Clergy, than the King and all the Peers, 
and all the Biſhops in all the Kingdoms, had. And I did 
conceive the Plot the more dangerous for the fairneſs 
of the pretence; and that to the State, as well as to 
the Church. Hereupon not Maliciouſly( as it is charged 
in the Article,) but conſcientiouſly I reſolv'd to ſuppreſs it.

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that this great Prelate, being Chancelloyr 
of the Univerſity of Dublin, thought, he 
could. do no better ſervice to the State of 
Learning and Religion in that Kingdom, 
than by providing a better Maintenance 
for the Proteſtant Clergy, who being re.

Biſhop Laud in a Letter to 
Arch-Biſhop Uſber, dat? Fuly 5. 1630. gives 
this account, — * Though in your laſt 
Letters you be confident, that Sir Jahn

' hath avouched it is; yet I muſt acquaint 
your Grace that you are miſtaken there- 
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in. For it appear'd at the laſt ſitting of 


the Committees, that the Seal was put to 
his Grant at the beginning of April laſt.

But Firſt, concerning the Contribution to St. Pauls

ſince in divers Dioceſes ; that our Brethren of the 
Clergy might contribute by Annual Payments, which 
will be more Eaſe for them, and all one for the Work.

effected. And your Lordſhip is very right, that the 
ſeveral Dioceſans are ſuppoſed able to effect it Fure 
communi ; and in ſome Caſes that they have farther 
Power by Reſervations in the old Compoſitions; Nei- 
ther doth his Majeſty intend to proceed any other 
way than that. Upon this your Lorſhip is pleaſed to 


crave my Advice in Two Points. 


Firſt, Whether the Statute of Henry VIII. which 


your Lordſhip mentions, or any other Statutes and 
Judgments at the Common Law, do fo put theſe In- 
propriations out of the Cogniſance of our Courts Ec-

My Lord, in this 
Caſe you do rightly obſerve, that the Leſſor's Rent 


is ſmall; and that the Leſſee goes away with almoſt 
all the Profit: "Therefore the Courſe thought on is, 
that the Leſſors be deſired as Leaſes determine, and 
come within theit Power of Renewing, to make Ad- 
dition to the feveral Vicarages endow'd or not em 
dow'd; and charge it upon the Leſſee.
